Elimination of Union Musicians 
From New York Theaters 


Possible Result of Action Taken 
Recently by Their Local 


Keith Management Already 
Defines Its Stand 


New York, June 25,—Union musi- 
cians will not be employed next season 
in the B. F. Keith vaudeville theaters 
in Greater ‘New York, and it is not im- 
probable that every vaudeville and ev- 
ery so-called legitimate theater man- 
ager will take similar action as a re- 
sult of the recent action on the part 
of the New York Musicians’ Local in 
demanding a wage increase of from 
$33.50 per week to $40 for seven days’ 
employment, beginning with Septem- 
ber 1. Already the Keith management 
has notified every one of its union mu- 
sicians and leaders that their services 
will not be required for next season, 
and similar action will probably be 
taken by the B. F. Proctor and other 
vaudeville managements. 

Whether nonunion orchestras will 
be substituted in the Keith houses has 
not been determined, but this action in 
all probability will be taken. The man- 
agers deem the demands of the union 
musicians entirely unwarranted. In 
addition to a wage increase of $6.50 
per week the New York local decided 
that six and one-half hours would con- 
stitute a day’s work; that any time 
over this mugt be paid for at overtime 
rates, and also that the musicians must 
be permitted to leave the orchestra 
nit at any time when an act not re- 
quiring music is being presented. 

About 120 musiciang and leaders in 
Greater New York are affected by the 
Keith ruling, some of whom have been 
with the firm for fifteen or twenty 
years. 

Just what action will be taken by 
Marcus Loew, the “pop” vaudeville 
tr agnate, who also employs about 125 
eusicians in his Greater New York 
“heaters, has not been decided. Mr. 
~e@ew recently entered into an agree- 
“ent with the New York local where- 

’ he began using union musicians, 

‘ter a long drawn out struggle. The 

greement signed by Mr. Loew was 
wr the season of 1917-’18, and at the 
existing scale of $33.50. If the union

Loew said today, their agreement is 
nothing more than a scrap of paner.

NEXT THURSDAY 


Last Annual Meeting of Order 
Is Scheduled 


International Executive Will 
Reveal Inside Workings 


Promises Complete Financial 
Statement to Members 


New York, June 25.—The White 
Rats Actors’ Union of America, which 
practically became extinct about two 
months ago when the executive secre- 
tary called off the “strike’’ which had 
been so unsuccessfully waged against 
organized vaudeville, will in all prob- 
ability come to an official ending on 
Thursday of this week, at which time 
the sixteenth annual meeting of the 
order is scheduled to be held at 251 
W. Forty-third street, this city, with 
James William FitzPatrick, the presi- 
dent, in the chair. 


At this meeting, which Executive 
Secretary Mountford admits  pre- 
sumably will be the last of the order, 
a complete revelation of the inside 
workings of the ex-vaudeville org 2ni- 
zation will be made. In an official no- 
tice of the meeting sent out late last 
week the former international execu- 
tive announces that the auditor's re- 
port of the financial transactions of 
last year, prepared by Ernst & Ernst. 
certified public accountants, will he 
presented, together with a legal re- 
port by Counselor Myers, the Intern- 
tional Board’s report, and the report 
of the international executive and 
secretary-treasurer, by Mr. Mountford. 

Mountford further states in his no- 
tice of the meeting that the whole 
financial statement regarding the 
strike will be laid before the members, 
together with many facts concerning 
its inside working and its results upon 
the profession. 

During the last few days it was per- 
sistently rumored that the Executive 
Council of the American Federation 
of Labor had officially revoked the 
charter under which the White Rats 
operated as a branch of the A. F. of 
L., but diligent inquiry reveals that 
no such official action has as yet been 
taken, altho it is only logical to pre- 
sume the Federation of Labor will 
have no alternative, the White Rats 
being greatly in arrears with reference 
to their payment of dues. 

Just what action the A. F. of L. 
will take after it has revoked the Rat 
charter is a matter of conjecture. In- 
dications are there will be no decision 
reached until the annual meeting of 
the Federation next fall. There are

PRODUCING PLANS 
BEGIN TO SHAPE 


Chicago One-Night-Stand Mag- 
nates Optimistically Look 
to Canada for Criterion 
of Fall Conditions 


Chicago, June 23.—Chicago pro- 
ducers of legitimate attractions for 
the road are busily engaged in laying 
the fall season plans under a handi- 
cap that never before existed in the 
history of their business. After suc- 
cessfully reckoning with a world war 
that concerned America only indirectly 
they find themselves confronted with 
a condition requiring far more deli- 
cate handling. Their success depends 
upon that of the farmer and rural mer- 
chant. The “extra dollar” spent upon 
amusements will not be forthcoming 
if the farmer finds reason to feel un- 
certain regarding his income. 

These producers must take “the 
gambler’s chance,” because nothing 
definite is known. Food control, if 
consummated, may mean better con- 
ditions—or may mean worse. A late 
summer season, hinting at prolonged 
hot weather during what should be a 


cool fall, would cause considerable 
anxiety, even under normal circum- 
stances. At present it puts a question 


mark after every optimistic thought.

All Broadway is discussing the $500,000 gift recently made to the Actors’ 
Fund of America by John Hoge, of Zanesville, O., the full details of which 
were made publie a few days ago by Daniel Frohman, president of the Fund. 
The Hoge bequest is invested in Fifth avenue real estate, the annual income 
from which will aggregate about $22,000 to $23,000, an amount equal to about 
one-third of the Actors’ Fund disbursements, but a comfortable amount to 


stabilize the Fund and insure prosperity for the Home. In outlining the pro- 
visions of the Hoge bequest Mr. Frohman stated that he had first become ac- 
quainted with Hoge while he (Frohman) was an advance agent and Hoge 
identified with the Russell & Morgan Printing Company. ‘When he made his 
will a year ago,” Mr. Frohman said, “he told me that he had followed my 
efforts in behalf of the Fund and thought it was a great work. He said the 
theater had given him his greatest pleasure and that he wanted to leave the 
actors something when he died. Not until the will was filed did I have any idea 
of the size of the bequest.” 

In connection with his theatrical adventures Hoge’s hobby was to present 
the very best of attractions, and he succeeded in doing something which few 
present-day managers have been able to duplicate, the absolute elimination 
of the “deadhead,” with the single exception of the press. Even Mr. Hoge’s 
associates in the theatrical ventures were forced to purchase tickets of admis- 
sion. Incidentally the réading of Hoge’s will shows a bequest of $1,000,000 to 
the Metropolitan Art Museum of New York City. 


Digby Bell, one of the greatest comedians of the past century, is no more. 
Following an illness of several weeks he passed away quietly in a sanitarium 
one day last week, leaving a host of friends and acquaintances to mourn his 
passing. It was in the Gilbert & Sullivan operas that Digby Bell first won 
success, and his long years upon the American stage easily won for him the 
title of one of the world’s greatest comedians. Altho in his sixty-ninth year, 
up to within a few weeks ago.Mr. Bell was in the very best of health, and had 
been continuing his early successes before the footlights. His demise removes 
from the American stage one of its most popular and clever entertainers, while 
to his close friends and associates the passing is deeply mourned. Digby Bell 
is dead, but his name will linger as a memory for a long time to come. 


The hot weather hit Broadway with a vengeance the past week, with the re- 
sult that a marked falling off in theater attendance was noticeable. Two more 
of the so-called legitimate playhouses ended their season Saturday night, when 
the Comedy, housing the Washington Square Players, and the Empire, where 
the Barrie playlets have been shown, closed for the rest of the summer. Even 
the so-called summer musical’ shows showed a tendency to suffer from the hot 
weather, but that is to be expected at this season of the year. 
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Just for diversion New York is to have another new big theater, the want 
for such an establishment long having been paramount. Now it is Felix Isman 
who comes to the front with an announcement of a mammoth motion picture 
auditorium, to be erected at a cost of $2,800,000, with a seating capacity of 
10,000—count ’em. The old street car barns, on the west side of Eighth 
avenue, between Forty-ninth and Fiftieth streets, have been acquired on a long 
lease, and on this site will be erected the new motion picture temple. Of 
course, there is always room for one more theater in New York, at least it 
has been that way for a number of years back, and Isman can see no reason 
why ten thousand people can not be persuaded to visit Eighth avenue twice 
or three times daily to witness the very latest in animated drama or P comedy. 
Now then, who will be the next?

Miss Thompson is chock 
full of personality and made the most of her advantages while playing the 
one and two-nighters far from the bright lights of Broadway. Her clever 
‘work, however, did not escape the eagle eyes of Comstock & Gest, with the 
result that her opportunities—and her pay envelope—are greatly enhanced 


from now on.

VIOLATION OF HOUSE RULES 


Seventeen Members Suspended for Irfraction of 


Regulations Governing Club Rooms---Serious 
Charges Preferred Against Two Members 
—Election of Officers Next Month 


New York, June 25.—Seventeen 
members of the National Vaudeville 
Artists, Inc., were suspended during 
the last few days for violating rules 
and regulations governing the club 
rooms, and two members are _ sus- 
pended pending the investigation of 
charges preferred against them of an 
alleged traitorous nature, and which 
will be heard before the Board of Di- 
rectors of the club in the near future. 
The names of these latter two alleged 
offenders have not been made public 
by the N. V. A officials, nor the full 
nature of the charges preferred 
against them, but The Billboard learns 
that it has to do with the efforts of a 
few disgruntled vaudeville artists to 
organize the White Stars, an offshoot 
of the now extinct White Rats Actors’ 
Union. Neither of the accused are 
prominent vaudevillians, altho they 
have for some time been members of 
the N. V. A. and working. It is un- 
officially reported that the charges, if 
proven true, will result in a wholesale 
expose of several vaudeville booking 
agents. Secretary Henry Chesterfield, 
of the N. V. A., declined to discuss the 
case other than to admit that the 
charges had been preferred against 
the two members, and that they had 
been suspended pending a full and 
complete investigation. 

In connection with the other suspen- 
sions, which are for sixty days each, 
Secretary Chesterfield stated that the 
N. V. A. club rooms were not intended 
for gambling and other lawless acts 
and that other suspensions would fol- 
low any infractions of the rules. 
Members of the club are expected to 
act as ladies and gentiemen, and any 
infraction will bring down immediate 
wrath. The suspended members not 


only lose the club privileges for the] 


sixty-day period, but also all benefits 
which might accrue from the organi- 
zation.

New York, June 23.—A special meeting of 
the directors of the American Burlesque Asso- 
ciation was held Tuesday and it was voted to 
annex the Empire Treater, Chicago, and the 
Victoria Theater, Pittsburg, to the list of cir- 
euit houses. The subject of clean shows com- 
manded the attention of the meeting, and it 
was decided to put up the bars so high in this 
respect that no one can jamp over them. Last 
season shows that were even a trifle off color 
were looked upon with universal disfavor, the 
authorities everywhere opposed them and in sev- 
ern! instances threatened to take house licenses 
away. In two instances the threat was actually 
carried out. 


Edward Moore of Wheeling, W. Va., which 
will be in the circuit next season, has written 
specially asking that absolutely clean shows be 
furnished. Similar letters have come to the 
American officials from Youtigstowh, 0.; Ak- 
fen, .; Ashtabula, 0.; Erie, Pa.; Yonkers, N. 
Y.; Hamilton, Canada; Howard Theater, Bos 
ton, and Buffalo, N. Y. Others bave stated that 
unclean shows will only mean trouble with the 
authorities and a public boycott on their houses. 


The American directors again went on rec- 
ord for clean shows, and at the beginning of the 
season any producen who dares to fly in the 
face of the orders which have been given 
in such emphatic terms will no doubt have his 
franchise taken from him. The directors 
also voted to shut down on any show carrying 
so-called extra attractions and trying to work 
them off on house managers as an extra, getting 
the house to stand part of the expense. The 
«how must be up to the standard without these 
special attractions, and if it isn’t the cireuit 
officials will take proper means to make it so. 
If any acts are put in they will be put in by 
the cirenit officials and will be paid for by the 
producing managers, 


The official season of the circuit will open on 
Angust 20, but most of the managers will prob- 
ably play a little preliminary time, thus getting 
their shows in shape before the regular season. 
The list of houses on the cirenit and the time 
that will be played are as follows, the whole 
providing for a season of thirty-six solid weeks:

THE FUTURE OF BURLESQUE 


— | 


Clean Shows Alone Will Keep It on 
High Plane 


New York, June 23.—The coming season is 
destined to be the most critical that burlesque 
has ever experienced. Opinions differ as to the 
degree of effect the war will have on this form 
of amusement, but the most optimistic admit 
that the war is bound to hurt. One thing is sure, 
burlesque next season cannot count upon as large 
a patronage of men as in the past. The war 
will take away a great many of burlesque’s best 
patrons, and the business upheaval that may 
come will make many regular theater attend- 
ants only occasional patrons. 

For some years burlesque has been making 
more and more of a bid fer the patronage of 
Women and children. It will now become more 
dependent than ever upon that patronage. The 
officials of both circuits have declared for clean 
shows, house managers are demanding clean 
shows, and most producers are planning to con- 
form to thie general demand, The world may not 
be getting better, but one thing is sure, and tuat 
is that the dnclean show is a dangerous proposi- 
tion. 

Burlesque began its career many years ago by 
building on a rotten foundation. For some years 
that rotten foundation seemed strong enough, but 
the battering rams of public opinion have knocked 
away that foundation, and the burlesque pro- 


ducers have been obliged to gradually build anew. 
Whether it will ever be possible to live down the 
stifma burlesQue earned for itself is a question. 
It takes a man or woman, who has gone wrong, 
years of clean living to make the world forget. 
It will take burlesque years to make the world 
forget that it was once unfit for decent people. 

For a few years past there have only been 
minor offenses here and there, but now is the 
time for a clean sweep. If one person walks out 
from a burlesque show and declares the show 
Was morally unworthy and that it was offensive 
that testimony outweighs all the boosting ten 
people can do. One questionable joke by a co- 
median, one suggestive song, one unclean bit of 
business does unlimited harm and puts burlesque 
back. It is a source of satisfaction to know 
that the shows which stood first in business on 
both circuits last season were clean shows. No 
reports were received of an adverse nature re- 
garding them. They proved that burlesque can 
be clean and yet get the money. |. 

The producer who thinks he can only make 
money by catering to the lowdown and depraved 
doesn’t belong in modern burlesque. Neither does 
the comedian who thinks filth is the only thing 
that is funny. Let the public vacuum cleaner get 
busy right now and see to it that burlesque is 
made all that the circuit officials demanded it 
shall be.

Is the music publishing game worth while? 
From the standpoint of the outside world, fig- 
ured according to the rules governing commer- 
cial and professional fields, is the gambling 
uspect of the business compensated for by the 
returns? Are there enough people at the busi- 
ness and writing ends of the field who have 
gleaned sufficient profit for the money, time 
and thought invested to justify considering this 
business as a promising field for the properly- 
qualified aspirant? 

These are questions well worth pondering 
over. They have been touched upon frequently 
by wiseacres, but the answers were usually 
sore rhetorical than reliable. Statistics rever 
have been resorted to. Writers usually started 
out with a theory, instead of facts, and summea 
up arguments based tipon fancy, sentiment or 
prejudice, but never pon properly-drawn 
premises, The write® who thorzht the music 
publishing game was a good one took up some 
firm or writer Whose career wis marked by ex- 
ceptional sticcees and held the individual up 
for emulation. On the other hand, the scribe 
with a prejudice against the game referred to 
the bankrupt publishers and the starving writ- 
ers, who sought inspiration in free lunch.

When 
a prizefighter gets into condition he readily meets all comers, one after another, 
but if he is out of training he can’t stand up against anybody. Likewise, a 
song writer who hits the proper stride keeps on going at a great clip, But 
should he miss fire he can’t put anything over.

Whether you believe in it or not, it exists. You may laugh all you please 
at the “nut” who stops you on the street and asks your opinion of a hastily 
hummed ditty.

far fewer than those prepared for productions 
that it would not be getting an estimate of the 
popular song field to include these names with 
the statistics. Provision had to be made, also, 
for writers who proved equally adaptable in 
many fields. 


We do not reproduce comprehensive tables for 
sheer lack of space. However, it is a rule of 
statistics, that, in a given field, if the process 
is repeated, with different objects placed under 
consideration, the results will be the same. 
Therefore, in addition to the net result, the 
process will be explained sufficiently so that 
doubters or the curious may take a like manner 
of known facts and determime the average. 
They will find their averages almost identical 
with these figures. 

Taking thirty-one melody writers, all still 
cohttibiiting to 


the populate miafwet, come id 


ones with two decades to their credit and new 
ones with but a single season, we find that the 
average life of a melody writer is 8 4-31 years. 
Going thru the same process with twenty-seven 
lyric writers, the net result is placed at 7 21-27 
years. Thus it will be seen that the melody 
writer bas an average life slightly longer than 
that of the tyricist. 


This is, doubtless, due to the fact that the 
lyricist can not eéquivocate. The minute he 
dries up on ideas the whole work! snows 1t. 
Uniess he resorts to purchasing ideas from 
others—which doesn’t always work out right— 
he’s thru for keeps. The melody writer lasts 
longer because so much is not required of him. 
As long as he can deliver pleasing melodies he 
stands a chance of holding his place. How- 
ever, public whim has much to do with thia 
‘When the public shows a preference for a new 


or different kind of construction, the melody 
writer who sticks to oldfashioned ideas is thrust 
into oblivion. For this reason the melody writ- 
er’s average life, tho longer than that of the 
lyricist, exceeds it but slightly. 


An examination of the lives of sixteen con- 
cerns shows a result of 12 15-16 years—or 13 
years. Thus it will be seen that the publisher 
lasts nearly twice as long as the writer. The 
reason for this is readily apparent. Pvwblishing 
is the cold, calculating end of the business. 
There ideas are treated as a commodity ani 
sought for in a way that involves others in 
stead of the publishers. If one writer doesn't 
deliver, another will—and thus the publisher 
manages to continue doing business. Bnt the 
writer who is dropped for cause finds it hard 
to make another connection. 


Yet the average life of a publishing concern 
is far, far smaller than that of any branch of 
commercial or professional activity. Picture 
a college graduating aspirants to a field assur- 
ing an average life of cnly thirteen years! 
Imagine, if you can, a business field that 
wouldn’t warrant a higher return. 

The average lives of both classes of writers 
are less than one-third the average life of peo- 
ple engaged in usual businesses or professions. 

Using seven writers who prepare both words 
and music as a basis, we find that the average 
life of a word-and-musie writer is fourteen 
years. This is peculiar in that this typé of 
writer, despite the creat difficulty of lis task, 
manages to enjoy a greater average life—about 
one year more—than that allotted to the pub- 
lisher. A lUttle reflection reveals the feason 
for this. Most of the men who produce both 
words and music are also publishers. The in- 
itiated Know that the preparation of both de 
pends more upon being ‘“‘in right’? than upon 
a@bllity. Nearly every lyriést would write 
melodies, if permitted to do so. In a like de- 
gree, few melody writers would refrain from 
putting up their own lyrics were they not 
forced to do so. Some writers thoroly capable 
of producing both can suecessfully collaborate 
with people who are ‘“‘in right’’ and whose 
firms look to them for one branch of work or 
the other. Going over writers’ heads to the 
firm chiefs is usually 2. disappointing process. 

When it comes to the matter of profits, while 
many writers and publishers receive spectacular 
returns at certain times, the returns, on an 
average, are not great. The luckiest pub- 
lishers meet with ‘‘slump years’’ or periods of 
readjustment, which sbatter previously regis- 
tered profits. The writer's average life is so 
short that, even if he meets with exceptional 
remunerative success, the amount is very small 
when stretched over the number of years of 
endeavor that would be consummated elsewhere 
and the returns therefor. 


The music business will have to show a 
greater period of average life before merchants 
will choose it instead of merchandizing. The 
writing game will also have to improve con- 
siderably before parents will encourage children 
to enter it as the regular profressions. Yet the 
spectacniar stories of individual success—at 
stated times—will continue to be spread among 
the uninitiated so that the music publishing 
business will probably attract the customary 
army of misled victims year after year, It 
is in the hope of reincing this number of vic-

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THE LEGITIMATE STAGE 


CONDUCTED BY THEODORE A.LIEBLER JR. 


The other day the writer came across a book 
published sixteen years ago in which were 
printed the biographies of the hundred leading 
players appearing on the American 
stage at that time. 

Nothing could have flustrated more pointedly 
the decline of the star system. Less than fift 
per cent of the players then generally popular 
are still in the ring, and of these many are ap- 
pearing only at intervalg Taking the first 
twenty-five names as an example, only four are 
now regularly appearing—Mrs. Fiske, Maude 
Adams, John Drew and Otis Skinner. Of the 
rest we still see occasionally Viola Allen, Wm. 
Gillette, Nat ©, Goodwin, James O'Neill, W. 
H. Crane and James K. Hackett, but fifteen 
of the twenty-five have apparently passed from 
view, some of them thru death and others by 
retirement. The loss includes such names as 
Joseph Jefferson, Richard Mansfield, Ada Rehan, 
Stuart Robson, Mojeska, James A. Herne, E. 
i. Sothern, Julia Marlewe, Maxine Elliott, 
Mary Mannering, Francis Wilson, Edna May, 
Annie Russell, Virginia Harned and Mrs. Leslie 
Carter. 

Going still deeper into the list we find that 
the passing of sixteen seasons has deprived the 
stage of the services of such popular figures 
as Eleanor Robson, Blanche Walsh, Kichard 
Golden, Sol Smith Russell, Mrs. Le Moyne, 
Amelia Bingham, E. M. Holland, , Joseph 
Haworth, Edward Morgan, Neill Burgess, Clara 
Bloodgood, Ezra Kendall, Ida Conquest, and a 
dozen other stars and near-stars of the legiti- 
tate, while musical comedy mourns the loss 
of Lulu Glaser, Henry Clay Parnabee, Joe 
Weber, Lillian Russell, the Rogers Brothers, 
Frank Daniels, Jerome Sykes, Mabel Gilman, 
Christie MacDonald, Fay Templeton and sev- 
eml other singers and comedians of only 
slightly lesser note. Subtracting these names 
from the full hundred, a very serious gap 1s 
felt. 

Among the remaining names, some, then 
ranked near the foot of the list, popular opin- 
jon has promoted to places near its head. 
David Warfield, for instanae, and Margaret 
Anglin and Grace George were rather lightly 
held by the biographer of that period. Wm. 
Faversham, Ijthel Barrymore, Willie Collier aud 
Henry Miller were then grouped about the mid- 
Me of the selected hundred, and Guy Bates 
Post, Walker Whiteside, Robert Hillard and 
Leo Dietrichstein narrowly escaped being shut 
out from the list by its end. 

Granting that the artistic development of 
these players in a measure compensates us for 
the idols that have been lost, it is rather dis- 
concerting to discover that very few of our 
established stars of today have been developed 
since that time. Almost all of them were in- 
cluded in that list of a hundred, now reduced 
to forty odd. Offhand one can think of seven 
or eight newcomers—Laurette Taylor, Elsie 
Ferguson, Billie Burke and Frances Starr and 
John Barrymore‘and Brandon Tynan. Also, by 
importation and adoption, we have George 
Arliss. Matahing these additions against those 
stricken out from the list, the sum of the loss 
is still all too apparent, 

It has already been noted in these columns 
that of the six pronounced commercial successes 
of the recently completed New York season, 
ovly one hoasted of a star. It is, of course, 
still a subject for debate whether or not the 
other pieces might not have found even greater 
favor had the interest been centered about a 
single central figure, tho obviously the presence 
of a star in the New York cast prevents the 
rapid ‘‘clean-up’ while the interest in a suc- 
cess is strong that if made posdible by sending 
out a number of road companies simultaneously. 
The lure of the quick clean-up has, no doubt, 
contributed mater'ally to the decline of the 
star system, as pieces of popular timber are now 
almost invariably produced without featured 
stars, and managers of stars bank mainly upon 
vehicles exploiting the personali of their 
charges rather than on plays of power to curry 
popular favor. 

A letter received by The Billboard points out 
that the length of a play’s New York run is 
by no means a criterion of the measure of its 
popularity on tour. Examples are quoted of 
plays whose New York popularity was extremely 
limited, but which amassed fortunes for their 
owners in other cities. For the most part the 
examples quoted were plays made from books. 
Book plays, for the last few years, have almost 
always found their public in the smaller cities. 
In fact it may be considered a managerial 
blunder to bring a bookplay that does not also 
Stand on its feet as drama to the metropolis un- 
til after its out-of-town clientele has been pretty 
well exhausted. The drawing powers of many a 
play that has been advertised widely by the 


sale of the novel on which it is founded, or by 
its appearance in serial form in a periodical of 
large circulation, has been seriously curtailed by 
the cool reception of the play by New York au- 
diences, 


There is one other point that should be borne 
in mind in connection with the length of New 
York runs. A play that has achieved 150 per- 
formances in a house of very large capacity may 
have been seen and been applauded by twice as 
many people as has a play that may have lasted 
thru an entire season at one of the numerous 
small theaters in the city. But generally speak- 
ing, in the absence of first-hand information, the 
out-of-town theatergoer has no way in which to 
guage the entertaining qualities of a play than 
thru the story written by its metropolitan en- 
gagement. 


A peculiar feature of the spring and early sum- 
mer season is the absence of any ‘‘million-dollar’’ 
photo spectacles at any of the two-dollar houses. 
It is true that none of last season’s batch of 
expensive films was able to duplicate the 
phenomenal results that followed the showing 
of The Birth of a Nation, when lines half a block 
long extended from the Liberty box-office win- 
dow all day-long, and speculators did a flour- 
ishing business with choice seats offered at 
grand opera prices, but were we to believe the 


cupola horizon or semidome euch as those which 
have so successfully been experienced with by 
Teutonic stage directors, the device permitting a 
wide range of light effects thru the diffusion 
and double reflection of colored iNuminatton.

Statements issued as to the sums paid for terri- 
torial privileges for some of the rivals of that 
ploneer spectacle we should conclude that an 
extraordinary picture, produced on a mammoth 
scale, would still amply repay the efforts of di- 
rectors of the first rank. The fact that there has 
been no second Birth of a Nation and that the 
success of that picture may be considered mere- 
ly a freak phenomenon has been hailed with 
relief by the legitimate producer. No single pic- 
ture can continue to take from fourteen to 
twenty thousand dollars a week out of the 
pockets of New York theatergoers without cre- 
ating a tangible effect on the business of all 
the other attractions in town. 


The community experiment that gave New 
York a view of Mackaye’s Caliban by the Yellow 
Sands is not to be repeated there this season, 
but after nearly a year’s preparation Boston 
is to see this elaborate masque on June 28, 5,000 
persons participating in the event. The lessons 
learned thru its New York presentation have 
been applied to its repetition, and vast im- 
provement is confidently promised. The spec- 
tacle is now In the hands of Frederick Stanhope, 
formerly stage director for the Century Theater, 
not only during the regime of big spectacle 
there, but also In its New Theater period. Mr. 
Stanhope has devised an entirely new stage for 
Caliban, 30 feet wide and 43 feet high, spreading 
out apronwise toward the audience like the 
Elizabethan Theater platform, and flanked on 
either side by the wings of a classic curved col- 
onnade, the whole structure occupying practically 
the width of the great Stadium. The Urban 
setting that featured the New York production 
has been discarded in favor of one designed by 
Robert Edmond Jones, who did the costumes last 
year as well as the settings for the inner stage.

Probably the transform- 
ation from Austrian to French locale js the 
trouble, or maybe it is because there were so 
many ‘fingers in the pie.””

There are some really clever principals, among 
them Charles Purcell, who is featured; Ned 
Monroe, Charles Judels, Vivienne Segal, Grace 
Daniels and Mande Odell.

The Clyde Gordinier Show lost only two 
nights, and it had two blowdowns within a 
month. On three nights the show had to ad- 
journ to the opera house, but only two nights 
were lost. Neal Chaffner joined the show this 
week, accompanying Clyde Gordinier from Chi- 
eago.

Surely New York theatrical man- 
agers must possess the brains and 
ability to find a better way in which 
to handle the sales distribution of 
their tickets than the one which now 
obtains. 

That such better way exists 
without saying. 

The Billboard freely confesses that 
it does not know of one, but it stoutly 
contends, nevertheless, that plans for 
experiment could be easily worked out

and that the results thereof would 
point the way to vastly better methods 
than are now utilized. 

For a starter a grand shakeup of 
treasurers (or rather ticket sellers) 
would not be a half bad thing. 

There are far too many rude, in- 
different young men to whom man- 
agers apparently pay salaries solely 
for affronting and oftentimes deliber- 
ately insulting ladies and gentlemen 
who are guilty of nothing but a de- 
sire to patronize the house. 


Among New York’s five or six hun- 
dred thousand daily floating popula- 
tion there are bound to be many per- 
sons who still believe that when they 
want theater tickets the place to go to 
in order to purchase them is the box- 
office of the theater. 

Among this number, too, are bound 
to be many whose eyesight or hearing 
is impaired to such extent that enjoy- 
ment of the play is totally out of the 
question unless seats of a certain kind 
or description are obtainable. 

If conditions were explained to this 
class of patrons and they were respect- 
fully and pleasantly referred to the 
speculators the great majority of 
them would not only take it in good 
part, but would actually esteem it a 
favor, for none give up a premium 
more readily or willingly than those 
handicapped by impaired senses. 

When these good people, oftentimes 
simple, elderly folk, meet with impa- 


The organization, if unable to 
solve in the regular way, could hire 
an expert (experts in any line may be 
had in these days) to formulate a plan 
and work out the details. 

A ticket is worth all that a patron 
will pay for it. 

Also there is much to be said for the 
hotel agency which enables a buyer 
from the West or South or New Eng- 
land, only in the metropolis for a few 
days, to make a few inquiries about 
the current attractions after his ar- 
rival and still secure reasonably good 
seats. 

But these advantages can be pre- 
served and the dissatisfaction, fric- 
tion and wastefulness of the present 
system entirely eliminated. 

Let’s have experts under UMPA 
tackle the problem. 

Let’s do it now.

Wilt tlave Modern Ice Rinks Coming 
Season 


The plans of the Ice Rink Construction Co., 
Inc., of 34 Pine street, New York, recently men- 
tioned in these columns, are rapidly being real- 
ized, and Newark, N, J., and Baltimore, Md., 
will have modern equipped ice rinks in opera- 
tion the coming winter. 

On June 12 plans were filed for the alterations 
to the Palace Ballroom, Newark, N. J., which 
is to be converted into an ice skating and hockey 
rink at a cost of about $15,000. George A. Pal- 
conis, who designed the Brooklyn Ice Palace, is 
the architect who drew the plans which specify a 
skating surface of 178x82 feet, with a seating 
capacity of 1,500, The rink will be operated by 
the Newark Ice Palace, Inc., Company, which 
consists of prominent local men, including one 
of Newark’s oldest and best known sporting 
goods men, The total cost of installing the rink 
will be about $100,000. George H. Callis, who 
is secretary of the Ice Rink Construction Com- 
pany, of New York, will manage the rink, and 
plans to have it open for business early in Oc- 


tober, 

At Baltimore, Md., the Ice Rink Construction 
Company has signed a lease with the North 
Avenue Casino Company for.its building, known 
as the North Avenue Casino, corner North avenue 
and Charles street, which will be converted into 
one of the largest ice rinks ‘in the country. 
Work on this rink, will start about August 1. 
The front of the building will be altered to 
represent a huge ice palace, with the natural ice 
effect. A 100-ton ice machine is to be installed, 
and the plant will be large enough to manu- 
facture ice for eale the year round. Contracts 
have already been entered into for the company’s 
output. The rink will onen about October 15, 
and will be managed by George H. Callis. 

The Ice Rink Construction Company bas signed 
a contract with the P. Lowentraut Manufactur- 
ing Co., of Newark, N. J., manufacturers of the 
U. S&S. ice skates, to use U. S. ice skates ex- 
clusively in all of its rinks. The Lowentraut 
Company manufactures over forty different 
styles of ice skates.

MUSICAL MUSINGS 


By THE MUSE 


“My idea of a Jazz band is that it is a nick- 
name for cheese.’’—McSparron. 


The Mighty Doris Show Band, under the di- 
rection of John Fingerhut, is getting the hand 
every time it plays. The band is composed of 
twelve American musicians who do their parts. 
Albert E. Smith is featured as solo cornetist, 
and LeRoy Kirk, the slip horn artist, is sure 
making a hit. John Brunen, manager of the 
shows, says he would rather listen to the band 
than play pinochle. The boys all send their best 
to their friends. 


Joseph H. Snair says: ‘*My little idea of bet- 
ter things for the trouping musicians is: Why 
doesn’t the band director demand good treatment. 
accommodations and salary for good men? When 
I say good men, I mean the average musician 
and gentleman on and off the job. I would 
rather have or play with eight good men than 
sit in with twenty men and half of them in- 
competent; and I think the management 
of any show would be better pleased with a 
good band than a lot of men drawing salaries 
who were just making a noise. Of course, 
there are managers and lots of people who can’t 
distinguish music from noise. They get away 
with buzz-saw effect on the trombone, or play 
a piece of music so fast the New York Central 
loses time. Don’t get the idea you are a trouper 
and putting one over on the town band; you're 
not. If your leader lets you do this you’re 
both rotten. Bandleaders, get rid of the unde- 
sirables and keep the good men. The manage- 
ment will pay you more and treat you all with 
respect. his is the first step to better con- 
ditions.”’

GREAT WHITE WAY SHOWS 


Have Considerable Legal Trouble at 
Wellston, O., But Record Big Week 


Glouster, 0., June 20.—Well, the strenuous 
week at Wellston, 0., is over. Strenuous it 
eertainly was from start to finish. When Gen- 
eral Agent Crandell booked the show in there 
on the main streets, under the auspices of 
the K. of P. Band, he broked in after a seven 
years’ stretch of ‘‘no carnivals,” and it was 
a feather in his cap. 

No more than the show arrived at Wellston 
it was served with a notice that an applica- 
tion for an injunction would be filed, altho at 
least seventy-five per cent of the business men 
had signed a petition asking the company to 
show on the streets. Hardly had these notices 
been served when the Sheriff and deputies ar- 
rived from Jackson, the county seat, with an 
armload of Jobn warrants. These he 
served on several of the members of the com- 
pany, who were taken before the County Judge. 
Manager Nigro and Agent Crandell made ar- 
rangements for bonds for the bunch and all 
were soon released, and the show opened to 
the largest crowd ever on the streets of Wells- 
ton, with business correspondingly good. 

Tuesday the hearing on the injunction before 
the Judge resulted in an empty victory for 
the complainants, inasmuch as it only applied 
to shows or concessions in front of their places 
of business, and the management had taken 
particular pains to see that there was nothing 
in front of any of them. Tuesday night's 
business was even better than Monday's, and 
it increased every day and night until the end 
of the week. Saturday the ‘“‘shake’’ came; 
several of the bunch were called to court for 
a trial on the charge of obstructing the streets, 
and were held in jail over Saturday night 
without bail. This matter was finally arranged 
by Manager Nigro paying the fines and costs. 

Saturday night in Wellston was the largest 
Saturday night's business this season, in spite 
of all the trouble. 

They say it never rains but it pours, and 
this certainly held true here. On top of all 
the legal trouble word was received that the 
O. R. R. would be unable to furnish the 
any equipment or move it out of 
Wellston’ to the-next stand. Wires and phone 
calls between Cincinnati general offices and 
Wellston were fast and furious, but to no avail. 
General. Agent Crandell would not give up, 
however, and grabbed a fast rattler for Cin- 
c@mnati, where, after a day and night with 
the highest officials of the B. & O. R. R., he 
finally secured the movement. The show ar- 
rived in Glouster Tuesday morning, and every 
attraction on the midway was open last right. 
The company is in this mining center under 
the auspices of the Order of Owls, with a live 
committee, 

Florence Wallace suffered qa very painful acci- 
dent Monday night in Wellston while reaching 
for change. A player in front of her conces- 
sion threw a ball with such force that it 
broke her nose. 

Manager Nigro is now the proud possessor of 
an automobile, purchased last week. 

Mrs. Jack Bell, wife of one of the musicians, 
is confined to the car by illness 

Eddie Hubbard and Ed Wilson closed Satur- 
day to play a few celebrations, 

Charles Banks and wife are rejoining the 
show with several concessions after several 
months’ absence. 

The bunch is looking forward to Zanesville, 
where the show plays the week of June 25, un- 
der the auspices of the Loyal Order of Moose. 
This will be the first carnival in Zanesville 
this season, and, with strong auspices, location 
right in the heart of the business district and 
business conditions the best, this should be 
another winner.—BINGO.

A real talker is 
one who is versatile, not stereotyped, as versa- 
tility is very essential to a man’s openings.

W. Z. Smith 
will recall to mind that practically one entire 
season your humble servant did as much while 
on the Patterson Shows.

E. Backer, president of the Mam- 
moth Film Corporation, and an important figure 
in the Eastern State-right business, is the 
selection of only those features which will surely 
pass muster with the critical fan who nowadays 
constitutes a large majority of the movie andi- 
ences, Discussing the possible effect of the war 
situation upon business in general, and es- 
pecially as applied to the forthcoming produc- 
tions in the State-right field, for the fall book- 
ings, Mr. Backer calls to his service in his 
contention that business will be good, indeed, on 
the increase, the fact thet history has shown 
that in all previous wars the theatrical attend- 
ance bas constantly increased. As to the fall- 
ing off of the demand for certain large features. 
he does not feel that there ts any indication 
that the people are tired of the superfeatures, 
bot argues that it ia simply to be expected: 
in other words, that it is a question of the 
survival of the fittest, that the picture patrons 
ere constantly exercising more careful and in- 
telligent criticism in their selection on account 
of the fact that they read the magazines, and 
of their intimate knowledge of the worth of 
Star, director, producing company, etc., and that 
they have beeome really the final arbiters in the 
success off all productions. 

Mr. Backer consequently arcues that, when 
the theater manager as well as the State-right 
buyer purchase and rent pictures not for the 
length, but for quality and box-office value, then 
the business as between exchange men and 
theater managers will become much healthier 
an¢ mutually more pleasant.

Executive Committee Selects July 18 as Date--- 
President William A. Brady Co-Operates With 
Herbert Hoover on Publicity Propaganda 
in Behalf of Food Question 


New York, June 23.—A special meeting of the 
Executive Committee of the National Association 
of the Motion Picture Industry was held at the 
offices in The Times Building yesterday after- 
noon when the following were present: William 
A. Brady, president; Walter W> Irwin, Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee; Arthur 8S. 
friend, Famous Players-Lasky Corporation; P. 
A. Powers, Universal Film Mfg. Co.; William L. 
Sherrill, Frohman Amusement Corporation; J. 
&. Brulateur, Eastman Filme; Arthur James, 
Metre Pictures Corporation; Louis L. Levine, of 
Brooklyn, and Louis F. Blumenthal, of Jersey 
City, of the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ League 
of America, and Frederick H, Elliott, executive 
seeretary. 

It was decided to hold the annual meeting of 
the members of the National Association in the 
Princess Theater, Chicago, at 11 o'clock on July 
18, and the Congress Hotel, Chicago, was desig- 
nated as the official beadquarters of the National 
Association. The various branches of the or- 
ganization, consisting of the producers, distrib- 
utors, supply and equipment companies and the 
general division comprising individuals and trade 
publications, are to hold meetings in New York 
prior to July 1 for the purpose of nominating the 
directors to represent their respective branches 
in the Board of Directors to be elected at the 
annual meeting in Chicago. 

Co-operation with the various Federal depart- 
ments was discussed and the following letter 
from Herbert Hoover, Food Administrator, was 
presented by President Brady: 


“Mr, William A. Brady, 

“President of the National Association of the 
Motion Picture Industry, Inc., 805 Times Build- 
ing, New York City. 

“Dear Mr. Brady—-The offer of motion picture 
co-operation, made on behalf of the National As- 
sociation of the Motion Picture Industry, 
Inc., and of its affiliated organization, the Asso- 
elated Motion Picture Advertisers, Inc., is ac- 
cepted with thanks, and, in order to avoid confu- 
sion and conflict of patriotic effort, these organiza- 
tions are designated as the official motion pic- 
ture avenues of publicity and patriotic propa- 
ganda in behalf of the food administration dur- 
ing the war. 

“The promptness with which the National As- 
sociation has responded to aid its country’s 
needs makes its action doubly valuable. No me- 
dium is better able than the screen to undertake 
the work of informing the public of the coun- 
try’s needs, and I assure you of my very great 
appreciation of your loyal service. 

“Yours very truly, 
“HERBERT HOOVER.” 

A letter from Lieutenant-Governor Edward 
Schoeneck, of New York, was read, advising that 
there were 8,000 regular army soldiers stationed 
at the State Fair grounds at Syracuse, and that 
he desired to arrange for moving pictures, and 
asked the various film companies to furnish, 
without charge, such pictures as will be of in- 
terest to the soldiers. Lientenant-Governor 
Schoeneck, who is also president of the New 
York State Fair Commission, has previously 
stated that a special day will be set aside during 
the State Fair in September, to be known as Mo- 
tion Picture Day, and each of the producing com- 
panies will be invited to send one of its stars 
to appear at that time. 

In view of the importance of these subjects 
President Brady appointed a committee, consist- 
ing of Arthur S. friend, of the Famous Playere- 
lasky Corporation; J. Robert Rubin, of Metro 
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Pictures Corporation, and Frederick H. Elliott, 
executive secretary, to go to Syracuse and con- 
fer with Lieutenant-Governor Schoeneck, State 
Senator J. Henry Walters, Colonel Wright and 
Chaplain Chouinard and to take the necessary 
steps to put into operation any suggestions made 
by the State officials and army officers.

cently because of the new 1,800-seat theater 
he is building at Twentleth street and Craw- 
ford avenue, which venture stamps him as the 
‘most promifent and influential exbibitor on the 
far West Side; Louis A. Frank, who owns big 
houses on the South Side, and who was manager 
of the Moving Picture Exposition last year; 
M. A. Choynski, also well known in local ex- 
hibitors’ circles, and Adolph Powell, are known 
to be prime factors in the movement. 

Leaders of the new movement make grave 
charges against the men in charge of the rec- 
ognized organizations. They allege that politics 
has been played, which was made possible be- 
cause a great many managers, as well as own- 
ers of theaters, were admitted to membership. 
It is alleged that this system made it possible 
for a small ring of men who owned many thea- 
ters to do precisely as they pleased without con- 
sulting the desires of the greater body of own- 
ers. They further claim that they have been 
“left in the dark’? regarding executive matters 
which came up for consideration from time to 
time. 

Enthusiasm marked the meeting, which was 
held at 19 W. Adams street. Schoenstadt’s flery 
oratory thrilled the exhibitors present, all of 
whom immediately expressed a desire to join. In 
the course of the meeting, it is said, over $1,200 
was subscribed to serve as a “‘campaign fund" 
in whipping things into shape. A pledge was 
enacted to the effect that ‘‘owners only’? would 
be admitted to membership. 

The new order will immediately apply for a 
charter, under the name mentioned above, and 
will make strenuous efforts to secure recognition 
from the national body, if possible, before the 
convention shall take place next month. 

The older league has a membership of 180 ex- 
hibitors. Ite officers claim that most of them 
showed but little interest in the endeavor to un 
dermine the organization, only a few responding 
to the invitation to attend the initial meeting of 
the new order. 

When asked about the new association's chance 
to secure entrance into the national order Joseph 
Hopp, president of the Motion Picture League of 
Chicago, declared: ‘The idea is utterly pre- 
posterous. Of the board of nine men who would 
pass upon the application two, William J. 
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Sweeney and Alfred Hamburger, are faithful 
members of this organization, who know the rea- 
Sons which prompted the formation of the new 
order.”’ 

“It is likely that a vote of confidence will be 
taken for the present Governing Board,” one ex- 
hibitor explained, ‘‘and I am certain that an 
overwhelming majority will endorse Joe Hopp 
and the general administration.’’ 

It appears that the regular organization will 
ignore the new one, feeling assured that it will 
fail to secure recognition. It is felt that the 
membership requirements are of sufficiently high 
standard and that Schoenstadt’s allegations will 
prove unfounded. 

However, the bolting body promises an Interest- 
ing fight, and the next few weeks will probably 
bring forth some bitter antagonism. If the 
squabble results in getting a bettering of con 
ditions for exhibitors, no matter from which 
side the reform emanates, the battle now being 
staged will probably have a wholesome influence 
on the local film game as a whole. 


THE LONE WOLF 


To Have Simultaneous Runs in New 
York and Chicago 


New York, June 23.—Herbert Brennon an- 
nounces that his latest Selznick picture, The 
Lone Wolf, by Louis Joseph Vance, will open 
an eNgagement at the Studebaker Theater, 
Chicago, on Sunday, July 1, the same day that 
it opens its indefinite engagement at the Broad- 
way Theater, New York. The fact that this 
big production will open simultaneously in the 
two principal cities of the United States as a 
high-class attraction should give it wide popu- 
larity. 


BAD JUDGMENT! 


New York, June 23.—One of the most glaring 
evidences of cruelty to children, in connection 
with their appearance on the stage or in motion 
pictures, came to light this week thru the show- 
ing, at the Broadway Theater, this city, of a 
Nestor (Universal) one-reel comedy, entitled 
Minding the Baby, in which two little tots, one 
of them white, the other black, are literally tor- 
tured in an effort to provide realism and ‘‘color’’ 
in the picture. It seems inconceivable that a 
motion picture producer or director would go to 
the extent of causing little helpless babies to 
ery and shriek with terror as these two little 
tots are plainly seen to do in this picture. Just 
what good can be obtained is impossible to even 
speculate on. While it is true that the com- 
edy depends to a great extent upon the antics 
of baby, left in the young husband's care while 
his wife goes shopping, not even the most heart- 
less of parents or guardians would so torture a 
child as to apparently drive it to a verge of con- 
vulsions, solely in an attempt to provide laughs 
for motion picture fans, an attempt moreover 
which fails signally. To anyone with even half 
an eye the absolute fear, dread and horror of 
the white child, especially, in Minding the Baby, 
ie evident. There is no getting around the fact 
that brutal means were used to produce the de- 
sired effects. Whoever is responsible should be 
severely censored. He has deliberately bid for 
the intervention of the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Children. There are plenty 
of grownups, and plenty of stories in which 
children can be made happy without resorting 
to the fiendish torture of a helpless infant. 
Minding the Baby never should have been pro- 
duced and it never should have been exhibited 
before the public. It is a blot upon the picture 
industry to make capital out of a child's misery, 
when the misery is wilfully inflicted upon it. 
Ill suppressed indignation on the part of many 
women present was in evidence. 


FOUR-MINUTE MEN 


To Speak in New York M. P. Theaters 
on Food Control! Question 


New York, June 23.—A big drive on the 
food control question will be made in this 
city thru the medium of the 500 moving pic- 
ture theaters here by the Four-Minute Men. 
These men are designed to reach the persons 
attending the film theaters and in a speech no 
longer and no shorter than four minutes, drive 
home the wisdom of some Governmental plan 
in furtherance of the war with Germany. 


ILLINOIS CENSORSHIP DEFEATED 


Springfield, Ill., June 23.—After a sensetional 
fight lasting thruout the previous week, in 
which various diverse interests were Involved, 
motion picture censorship by the State of Hli- 
nois was beaten in the closing fifteen minutes 
of the Fiftieth General Assembly here on. Sun- 
day morning, June 17. The Mutual Film Cor 
poration and the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ 
League were very active in the fight. 

The censorship bill was introduced by_ Rep- 
resentative Guy Guernsey. 

The Guernsey bill as originally passed pro- 
vided for the establishment of a State censor- 
ship board with one head censor as cour! of last 
resort and duch subcensors as he might see fit to

A powerful preachment against atheism ts this 
Tucker photodrama, one which will drive force- 
fully home the truths that is contains. It is 
a story builded around the efforts of an atheist 
and a clergyman to win priority in .. small com- 
munity, a theme which to the average person 
it would seem impossible to reproduce success- 
fully for the screen, but this is just what Tucker 
has accomplished, It is one of those photodramas 
in which the suspense is drawn out, the tenseness 
at times being of the breath-stopping sort. The 
story: Stephen Ferrier and his father, a clergy- 
man, are battling against the preachings of 
Thomas Henry Gedge, an atheist. Next to 
Gedge’s meeting place the Ferriers have estab- 
Mshed a church. Both elements are doing their 
best to influence the workingmen in a nearby 
factory who seem inclined to follow Gedge un- 
til the death ef one of them brings most of the 
others to the right way of thinking. In one 
of the near riots caused by the breaking up of 
one of Gedge’s meetings Stephen is badly burt in 
an attempt to get Gedge to his home. While 
Stephen is being doctored in Gedge’s laboratory 
an electric apparatus goes wrong and both of 
them ate given a violent electric shock. During 
the period of unconsciousness Gedge dreams that 
he has restored Stephen to life, but that he is a 
man without a sotill and one that delights in com- 
mitting the most horrible crimes and being a 
party to vice of the lowest sort. On awakening, 
Gedge suddenly realizes that his teachings are 
all wrong, and turning to the Rev. Ferrier asks 
forgiveness, and tells him that he believes. 

Some very capable characterization is shown 
in the photoplay, especially when Rosmer is 
called upon to enact the Dr. Jekyl and Mr. Hyde 
roles, which he does in a manner most convinc- 
ing. Edward O'Neill is exceptionally good as 
Gedge, while Edna Flugrath also wins her hon- 
ors. As a State-rights proposition I Believe 
should have no difficulty in getting by. It is a 
big picture, ably produced, with a powerful 
dramatic punch, and, what is more, clean and 
wholesome.—J. E.

At last a crook story has been produced for 
the screen which really deserves meritorious 
praise. Come Through is a semistory of the un- 
derworld, with flights in the realm of high 
society—at least that society of the ambitious 
sort, and there are also excursions into the 
less known paths of political power and intrique. 
Come Through may not be the best photoplay ever 
produced, but it is one of the most interesting, 
and, despite the fact that many of the situations 
are not new to stage or screen, has a convincing 
power which leaves a most satisfied taste. It is 
a story to demonstrate the strange workings of 
fate, the reformation of a crook, the methods 
by which detectives and corrupt politicians work 
to ‘“‘shakedown’’ members of the criminal world, 
and, above all, just what love for a good woman 
ean accomplish in a man, 

Briefly the story deals with the adventures of 
James Harrington Court, a polished burglar, and 
Velma Gay, a debutante, with a match-making 
aunt, who is after a fortune. Court, or Possum, 
as he is known, breaks into a Long Island home, 
intent upon stealing a diamond necklace, in- 
tended as a wedding gift for Velma from her 
intended husband’s (Lindsay) Western friends. 
Instead he is captured by Lindsay who mistakes 
him for Craig, whom Velma really loves, and, 
at the point of a revolver, he is forced into mar- 
riage with the strange girl. Craig refuses to 
help her, and she turns to her strangely acquired 
husband for aid. Possum cuts out the crooked

Don is 
finally introduced to Mazie by his brother, and, 
left alone with her, tries by every Known argu- 
ment to break off the engagement, but all to 
no purpose, 

A thought then suggests itself to Don. He 
bas but six months to survive in any event, 
He will win Mazie for himself and at the end 
of the period named by the doctors he will be 
dead an Tom will be freed from an unworthy 
alliance. After several heated arguments with 
his brother, Don weds Mazie and they emigrate 
to Arizona, where Don establishes a home. The 
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work, and he and Velma become favorite society 
dancers at a big cabaret, where they are rec- 
ognized by Lindsay, who, in the meantime, has 
discovered his mistake. He tries to ‘frame up” 
Possum, who, in the meantime, has been be- 
friended by an honest Alderman, with a view to 
reclaiming Velma as his bride.

turned out a corking good picturization. Photog- 
raphy is exceptional, and the characterization of 
a high order, especially the work of Rawlinson, 
Miss Law, Stewart as Lindsay and Dyer as 
“‘Boss’’ McGinnis.

BARTON—Hanley Barton, aety the 
train crew of the Johnny J. Jones position 
Shows, died at a hospital in Altoona, Pa., 
June 20, of pneumonia. 


BELL—Digby Valentine Bell, aged 68, emf!- 
hent actor, singer and comedian, died at New 
York City June 20, following an illness of 
several months. Digby Bell was born in Mil- 
waukee, Wis., in 1849, the son of a banker 
of that city. After graduating from college 
he started in the brokerage business in New 
York City. He studied in Italy for an operatic 
career, and in 1876 made bis grand opera debut 
at Malta, his first roles being those of the 
Count in La Sonnambula and Valentine in 
Faust. Then followed a successful tour of 
Italy and other countries, and, finally, the 
larger cities in the United States, The next 
step in his versatile career was in comic opera. 
The Martinez English Opera Company, of which 
he was a member, became stranded in Montreal, 
and in order to secure funds to take the 
company to New York, Pinafore was presented. 
Its success was instantaneous, and Digby Bell’s 
personal achievement so marked that he de- 
cided to devote his talents to comic opera from 
then on. Theatergoers saw him often after 
this in comic opera in the Gilbert & Sullivan 
and Augustin Daly productions, 

Mr. Bell was next seen in the field of le 
gitimate comedy, starring in a number of the 
well-known plays of the day. He later toured 
for several seasons in vaudeville, presenting a 
sketch, It Happened in Topeka. His last ven- 
ture was in the moving picture game. 

Digby Bell married Laura Joyce, the actress, 
while they were both co-starring in one of 
Augustin Daly’s companies, His wife died in 
1904 


BELL—Colonel John S, Bell, 73 years old, at 
one time head of the United States Secret 
Service and a lifelong friend of Col, Wm. F. 
Cody (Buffalo Bill), died at his home In New- 
ark, N, J., June 19, Mr. Bell was at one time 
rassociated with Col, Cody in the Buffalo Bill 
Show. Col. Bell was also interested in the 
theatrical business and had the original Two 
Orphans company on the road. His widow and 
one son survive, 

CLARENS—Elsie Clarens or Clarus, an_ac- 
tress, died June 20 at her residence, New York 
City, from gas inhalation. A contract founda 
among her effects shows that she was with 
Maude Adams’ The Little Minister company 
company the season of 1916-17. Up to the 
time of her death she was under contract to 
the Goldwyn Pictures Company and was being 
filmed for a part in Jane Cowl’s next vehicle. 
She was 36 years old. 


COHL—Levi Cobl died of tuberculosis at his 
home in Eaton. O.. June 23. Last season Cohl 
was with the John Wallace Shows. He was 
a member of the Third Regiment Band, sta- 
tioned at Eden Park, Cincinnati, 0. 


CORRADI—Cleanbro Corradi, aged 52, q tenor 
in the chorus of the Metropolitan Opera Com- 
pany, died of asphyxiation at New York City 
June 20. He met with his death in a peculiar 
manner. A string had been tied to the gas 
jet for the evident purpose of turning the light 
out from the bed.

DIFFICULTY IN MOVING 


Encountered by Many Circuses and 
Carnivals 


The railroad situation, particularly in the 
Past and Middle West, is becoming more and 
more of a bugbear to circuses and carnivals, 
practically all of the shows encountering more 
ot less trouble in getting moved. 

The Government is reported to have recently 
sent out instructions to railroads that prefer- 
ence is to be given to the handling of troops 
and coal, tron, steel and other materials used 
in the manufacture of munitions or other com- 
modities likely to be used in Government work. 

This caused a tightening up by the railroads 
ep cars and motive power, and the shows have 
suffered accordingly. 

A great deal of difficulty is being encountered 
by agents in making contracts for hauls, even 
when the show has its own cars, and in the 
ease of shows employing the railroads’ cars 
it is practically impossible, or promises to be 
in the near future, for them to move other than 
by tucks. 

The situation in the West and Northwest, 
outside of manufacturing districts, seems to 
be a great deal better than in the East, as the 
demands upon the railroads in that section will 
not come until the harvests begin to move.
